FOREST  FIRES— OUR  MOST  SHAMEFUL  WASTE 

Everyone  apparently  fears  fire  but  too  many  are 
careless  with  it.  This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in  and 
near  woodlands.  Official  figures  show  that  more  than 
98  percent  of  all  forest  fires  result  from  human  careless- 
ness and  can  be  prevented.  Consequently,  we  may  say 
"Forest  Fires  are  our  most  shameful  waste". 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and  their  ef- 
fects far  reaching.  Such  fires  destroy  the  raw  products 
of  the  forests,  the  protection  forests  provide  for  game 
and  the  supply  of  ground  water.  They  upset  local  econ- 
omies by  drawing  men  from  gainful  employment  and  re- 
quiring the  expenditure  of  public  funds  to  extinguish  them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  in 
keeping  the  size  of  fires  small  but  the  number  of  fires  is 
increasing.  In  1949  there  were  100  more  fires  in  New 
Hampshire  than  in  1948,  but  they  burned  500  acres  less. 
For  the  warden  and  his  deputies  to  do  the  job  they  are 
capable  of,  they  must  have  the  cooperation  of  the  public — 
you! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  PREVEN- 
TION— fire  stoppage.  This  is  the  goal  toward  which  your 
local  forest  fire  warden  and  his  deputies  are  constantly 
working.  It  can  be  achieved  ONLY  if  YOU  and  YOU  and 
YOU  cooperate  with  them.  It  is  worth  YOUR  effort  and 
can  be  accomplished  by: 

1.  Being  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodland,  be- 
ing particularly  careful  with  matches  and  cigar- 
ettes.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  South  Hampton : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  third  annual  re- 
port as  Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

This  past  year  was  indeed  an  unsettled  one  for  educa- 
tion. The  legislature  cut  state  aid  to  schools  from  $2,000.- 
000  back  to  $400.00.  This  fact  seems  unbelievable  when  it 
is  generally  understood  that  education  is  the  basis  of  our 
democracy.  The  school  children  of  today  will  be  the  citi- 
zens of  tomorrow. 

As  a  part  of  this  report,  there  will  be  a  page  devoted 
to  Return  of  District  Revenue,  which  shows  the  actual  bud- 
get that  the  School  District  is  using  for  the  current  year 
(1949-50).  This  is  also  a  result  of  legislative  action. 

The  expenses  for  the  Supervisory  Union  have  also  been 
changed.  Formerly  all  towns  in  this  Union  paid  their  share 
of  expense  according  to  their  number  of  teachers.  Now  it 
must  be  divided  equally  between  equalized  valuation 
(1949)  and  average  daily  membership.  South  Hampton's 
share  of  Union  expense  is  approximately  4i/2%- 

Teachers 

It  speaks  well  for  a  community  to  be  able  to  hold  its 
teachers,  especially  when  there  is  still  a  shortage  of  elemen- 
tary teachers  throughout  the  country.  Your  teachers  con- 
tinue to  do  superior  work  in  the  classroom  as  well  as  in 
public  performances  with  the  pupils. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion to  the  School  Board,  citizens,  teachers,  and  pupils  of 
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South  Hampton  who  have  been  so  cooperative  and  helpful 
during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  Music  Supervisor 


To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board  of  South  Hamp- 
ton, New  Hampshire: 

The  aims  of  our  school  music  program  are  to  create  a 
love  of  good  music  on  the  part  of  the  child  and  also  create 
intellectual  development.  School  music  is  a  recreation  and 
a  pleasere.  There  is  more  art  in  music  than  in  math. 
It  is  also  a  mental  developer.  Many  people  don't  look  at 
music  from  an  intellectual  standpoint,  but  from  a  cultural 
standpoint. 

The  operetta,  Hansel  and  Gretel,  was  performed  at 
Christmas  time.  Between  the  acts  the  audience  enjoyed 
short  recitations,  folk  dancing,  a  vocal  solo  and  general 
carol  singing.  The  money  earned  went  toward  radios  for 
each  room  and  folk  dance  records. 

Tentative  plans  have  been  made  for  a  Folk  Song  and 
Dance  Festival  which  will  include  students  from  the  entire 
Union.  A  Festival  of  this  sort  enables  the  students  to  asso- 
ciate with  many  children  their  own  age. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  usual  program  has  been 
carried  out.  Each  child  has  been  given  instruction  in  music 
theory,  music  appreciation  and  folk  dancing  appropriate  to 
his  grade. 

I  wish  to  expres  by  appreciation  to  the  School  Board, 
Superintendent,  teachers,  parents,  and  pupils  for  their  co- 
operation.
